[Rational Historic landmark, the Hyatt 
Regency St. Louis reflects the grace and 
opulence of Romanesque architecture and 
enjoys proximity to the business, financial 



and sports venues as well as cultural and 
tourist attractions.

Station spans over 11 acres. This urban 
marketplace contains a variety of specialty 
shops, stores and restaurants, a one-acre

Union 
Station was 
constructed 
with the goal 
of consolidat- 
ing the 
numerous 
railroad 
entries and 
exists of the 
St. Louis area, 
Union Station 
opened as the 
largest and 
most beautiful 
tenminal in the United States on Septem- 
ber 1, 1894. The project was built at a cost 
of $6.5 million. The gem of the Station 
was the Grand Hall with gold leaf, 
Romanesque arches, 65-fbot barrel 
vaulted ceilings and stained glass 
windows. The most magnificent of these 
stained glass windows is the "Allegorical 
Window" which is majestically framed by 
the famous ''Whispering Arch. In its 



heyday in the raid 1940's, Union Station saw over 100,000 
passengers find there way to or from a train. The platform areas 
was covered by an enormous single-span train shed which is visible 
along Highway 40. This was one of the largest train sheds ever 
build and also covered the greatest number of tracks. After World 
War II, the general public began choosing other forms of transpor- 
tation. Finally, on October 31, 1978, the last train pulled out of St. 
Louis Union Station. Union Station reopened in August 1985 
following $150 million in restoration.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR PREPARATION OF BRIEF RESEARCH REPORTS 
FOR THE 2002 NCWSS RESEARCH REPORT 
BRYAN YOUNG, EDITOR 



The purpose of the NCWSS Research Report is to make available with the least 
possible delay the research results of the weed scientists in our region. Early 
dissemination of weed research data is an important aid in formulating recommendations 
and in planning research for the coming year. The Research Report also is important in 
supplying information needed for early approval of herbicide registrations or for 
documenting research on invasive or herbicide-resistant weed species. 

We hope you will make an effort to include your pertinent data in the Research 
Report. Please inform others in your organization who might have data that should be 
included in the NCWSS Research Report. 

INSTRUCTIONS FOR PREPARATION 
OF BRIEF RESEARCH REPORTS 

The Research Report is produced on a very tight schedule since all reviews, 
corrections and compilation must be completed by November 13 in order to have the 
Research Report on CD available in January 2003. (See the deadlines for yielded v.s, 
non-yielded reports at the end of these Instructions). In order to expedite the publication 
of the Research Report, all reports shall be submitted as Adobe Acrobat PDF files. The 
reports must be prepared according to directions in order to maintain the quality of the 
Research Report. Reports which are not properly and carefully prepared will be returned 
to the author for modification or will be rejected by the editor should time be insufficient for 
modification. 

Each contributor must: 

a. Follow instructions very carefully. 

b. Have the computer operator read the instructions. 

c. Personally proofread the final copy of each report. 

d. Obtain two additional reviews of each report and have each reviewer sign at the bottom 
of the index outline. The two reviewers can be anyone other than the senior author of 
the report. Two reviews are a requirement for publication. 

e. Check the spelling of herbicide common names and weed common names very 
carefully. See the lists of NCWSS approved abbreviations for herbicide common 
names and the WSSA approved weed abbreviations which follow these instructions. 

f. Send one copy of each report to the editor with the index outline attached. 

I. CONTENT OF REPORTS 

These are Intended as preliminary reports for the information of your colleagues. 
If you only confirmed what has been in the reports for several years, do not report it. 

A, Measurements. 

1 . The English system should be used in most circumstances. However, the metric system 
may be used when appropriate. Also, both the English and metric system may be used 
in the same paper. For example, "applying herbicide Y at 1,0 lb/A resulted in many 
necrotic lesions of about 1 .0 mm diameter on the leaves." 

2. Arabic numbers are used when 10 or larger and when a unit of measure follows the 
number. Spell out as the first word of a sentence or when less than 10 with no unit of 
measure. Example, use 4.0 inches but four replications.
